PREFACE 


The  1996-97  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  present  the  budget  plans  for  the  Offices  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  money  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  based  on  these 
Estimates,  pursuant  to  sections  1  and  2  of  the  Appropriation  Act,  1996. 

Significant  budget  policy  changes,  primarily  the  move  to  consolidated  budgeting,  explain  the  inclusion  of 
income  statements  for  each  Office. 

The  Summary  by  Office  shows  amounts  for  operating  expense,  and  capital  investment  where  appropriate. 

Operating  expense  includes  items  such  as  salaries,  supplies  and  amortization  of  capital  assets. 

Capital  iQvestment  includes  the  cost  of  office  equipment  above  a  minimum  value.  , 

Manpower  authorization  is  shown  for  each  Office. 

Voted  Estimates  are  presented  for  each  Office  by  vote  (i.e.  operating  expense  and  capital  investment),  and 
element. 

Income  statements  are  also  presented  for  each  Office. 

The  Schedule  of  Amounts  to  be  Voted  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  is  excerpted  from  the  Appropriation 
Act,  1996,  showing  each  vote  by  Office. 
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BUDGET  POUCY  CHANGES 


CONSOUDATEn  BUDGETING 
The  1996-97  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  include  income  statements  for  each  Office  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly.  This  change  is  consistent  with  the  govemment-wide  implementation  of 
consolidated  budgeting. 

EXPENSE,  not  EXPENDITURE 
The  Estimates  now  use  the  term  expense  to  reflect  accrual  accounting  terminology. 

INCOME  STATEMENTS 
Income  statemoits  are  presented  showing  the  gross  revenues  and  expenses  for  each  Office.  A 
statement  of  change  in  capital  assets  is  also  provided,  where  appropriate. 

CAPITAL  BUDGETING 
The  minimum  value  for  most  capital  assets  is  set  at  $15,000.  The  Office  of  the  Auditor  General 
has  set  its  minimum  value  for  capital  assets  at  $2,500. 

AMOUNTS  for  PREVIOUS  YEARS 
The  Estimates  for  previous  years  have  not  been  restated  to  reflect  the  costs  of  air  and 
telecommunications  services  reassigned  from  Public  Works,  Supply  and  Services.
